He said: “I am willing to bet money 
that this clinic will be built inside the 
massive new store. 

“I can understand places like 
Manchester and Leeds benefiting 
from a private healthcare clinic like 
this, but not Ely. 

“I don’t think the city has the 
population to warrant it and if it did 
come here I think existing health 
services could suffer.” 

The news comes just a week after it 
was revealed that five jobs could be 
axed at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

Bosses at the Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust have 
confirmed they will be closing the 
hospital’s main reception by March 1. 

Now Anglia Support Partnership 
(ASP), which provides the hospital’s 
switchboard services, has confirmed 
it wants to move them to Hunting¬ 
don. This could cost five people their 
jobs. 

A spokeswoman for NHS 
Cambridgeshire said the organisation 
was unable to comment on how Mrs 
Blair’s new clinic would affect the 
Princess ofWales Hospital. 

She said: “We have no information 
regarding this private venture or what 
it would offer, so it is not possible to 
comment at this point in time.”

Man fit to 
stand trial 
over crash 

A MAN accused of causing 
the death of a couple in a car 
crash will stand trial - almost 
five years after the accident. 

Ben Edwards, of Northfield 
Road, Soham, is charged 
with two counts of causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

The 26-year-old is accused 
of causing the deaths of Paul 
Adams, 40, and his partner, 
Kathryn Dunn, 26. 

The charges relate to a 
collision on the A142 
Fordham bypass in 2007. 

Mr Adams and Miss Dunn, 
who had been together for 
six years and were on their 
way to Gatwick Airport for a 
holiday in the Caribbean, 
died instantly as their car 
burst into flames. 

Edwards denies the 
charges. 

For the past 12 months, 
there has been uncertainty 
as to whether Edwards, who 
was seriously injured in the 
crash and has no 
recollection of what 
happened, was fit to stand 
trial. 

However, judge Gareth 
Hawkesworth has now ruled 
that Edwards is fit to be 
tried. The hearing will start 
on Monday.

Mr Crofts-Bolster was 
alone in the helicopter when 
it plummeted to the ground 
at the former airfield in 


Witchford, close to Lancaster 
Way. The tragedy happened 
at about 11.30am on Friday, 
fanuary 6. 

Emergency services, 
including the air ambulance, 
rushed to the scene but Mr 
Crofts-Bolster had already 
died. 

The cause of death has 


been confirmed as multiple 
traumatic injuries. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Pat Masterson, who 
lives in who lives in Stretham 
and runs Stretham Stores 
with his partner, Alexandra 
Blair, was walking his dog on 
the airfield when the tragic 
accident happened. 


A DISABLED woman was 
left “terrified” after a 
bailiff mistakenly burst 
into her home. 

Bridget Dawkins, 49, says she 
feels vulnerable in her own 
home after the man forced his 
way into her house - only to 
discover he had got the wrong 
address. 

Mrs Dawkins, who suffers 
with a back condition and is 
awaiting a major spinal oper¬ 
ation, is demanding action is 
taken against the bailiff, who 
was working on behalf of Anglia 
Revenues Partnership (ARP), 
which collects council tax debts 
of behalf of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

Mrs Dawkins, a former nurse 
at East Anglia Children’s 
Hospice (EACH) in Milton, was 
forced to give up her job about 
six years ago due to her con¬ 
dition. 

Speaking from her home in 
Churchgate Street, Soham, she 
said: “The bailiff knocked on 
the door and when I answered 
it, he barged past me. 

“He forced his way inside

“There was a strong smell 
of petrol and I automatically 
feared the worst. 

“It was obvious he was 
dead but I touched his wrist 
just in case. There was 
nothing.”

without any explanation and 
started to demand payments 
from me.

I 
asked him for some identif¬ 
ication and told him to get out 
but he replied that he was able 
to go where the hell he liked.

Bypass call fails 
to sway council

PLEAS for Ely’s conten¬ 
tious southern bypass 
project to be taken back 
to the drawing board 
have been rejected. 

Liberal Democrats chall¬ 
enged Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s decision to press 
ahead with the £28m bypass 
last Thursday by asking the 
overview and scrutiny 
committee to carry out a wider 
public consultation and to 
look closer at the impact the 
road will have. 

They fear the bypass will 
destroy views of Ely Cathedral, 
create excessive noise poll¬ 
ution and that building an 
underpass at Ely station would 
be £13m cheaper, and more 
effective in cutting congestion. 

Opposition councillors also 
insist the consultation process 
was flawed and that the 
project will be a waste of 
taxpayers’ money. 

Last week, English Heritage 
(EH), the main adviser to the 
Government on heritage

matters, also condemned the 
way the project had been dealt 
with by the county council and 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

In a letter to county council 
leader Nick Clarke and ECDC 
leader Peter Moakes, EH said 
not enough information was 
provided in the public 
consultation, that there was a 
lack of analysis to support 
decision-making and that 
consultation with EH itself was 
infrequent. 

The organisation also 
insisted that the impact the 
bypass could have on Ely 
Cathedral and other imporant 
historic sites in the city was 
not being considered. 

The group’s East of England 


planning director, Greg Luton, 
warned: “If this is to continue, 
there is a strong likelihood 
that any inspector examining 
the proposal would consider 
the historic environment has 
been given inadequate 
consideration in the process.” 

Despite the fears, the 
overview and scrutiny 
committee insisted that Route 
B was the best option, as 
suggested by the results of the 
public consultation, and voted 
to press ahead with the bypass 
plans, with seven votes against 
three. 

But a condition was made 
that any discussions or 
developments which take 
place regarding the project will 
have to be presented to that 
committee before they can be 
rubber-stamped by the 
cabinet. 

County councillor Nigel 
Bell, who represents Ely North 
and East for the Lib Dems, is 
furious. 

He said: “EH has echoed 
our fears over the irreversible 
damage this project will do to 
the city of Ely and views of its 
magnificent cathedral. 

“This huge, elevated and 


over-expensive bypass will 
destroy quintessential views 
of the cathedral, as well as 
damaging biodiversity, and 
creating noise and light 
pollution in a county wildlife 
site. 

“The underpass option is a 
better solution on all counts 
in that it will attract exactly 
the same levels of outside 
funding as well as allowing 
the closure of the level 
crossing in order to boost rail 
traffic.” 

County councillor Ian 
Bates, cabinet member for 
growth and planning, said: 
“With the doubling of freight 
travelling from the ports in 
the east through to the 
Midlands by 2014, there is real 
pressure on us to develop a 
solution which will meet the 
challenges we face. 

“Over the next few months, 
we will continue to work with 
all partners, including organ¬ 
isations such as EH, as we 
review all of the options in 
front of us and continue to 
develop Route B with a final 
decision on the scheme to be 
delivered to be taken in lune.”

CRIMINALS in the Ely 
area beware - the 
district now has a new 
chief inspector, eight 
new constables and its 
own dedicated CID de¬ 
partment. 

The extra officers, which 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
is confident will improve 
policing, form part of a major 
shake-up of the force. 

All criminal activity in East 
Cambridgeshire will now be 
dealt with at Ely station. 

The district’s new chief 
inspector, Russ Waterston, 
said: “This is something which 
we and the community should 
be extremely pleased about. 
East Cambridgeshire has gone 


from having 34 PCs to 42 PCs 
and Ely station now has its 
own CID. 

“It effectively means that 
residents will be able to see a 
greater police presence in their 
area and that we will be able to 
deal with all crimes and 
reports of crime on a more 
localised level.” 

East Cambridgeshire now 
has 13 PCSOs and last year 
CCTV services in Ely and 
Soham were also relocated 
from Cambridge to Ely. 

Cl Waterston, 41, and who 
has been in the police force for 
19 years, replaces Robin 
Sissons, who has re-located to 
Fenland. 

Cl Waterston said: “I am 
excited to be here in East 
Cambridgeshire. 


“There is a real buzz here 
and my team are passionate 
about dealing with crime and 
anti-social behaviour, and 
making people feel safe. 

“There are many issues I 
intend to deal with, including 
rural crime, metal theft, anti¬ 
social, alcohol-fuelled behav¬ 
iour and many others. 

“I need the general public to 
have trust in their local police 
and to contact us whenever 
they become a victim of crime 
or if they have information 
about any incidents. 

“Without local people’s 
intelligence, our job is much 
more difficult. Whatever the 
crime, it is always worth call¬ 
ing police about it.”

Police confirm pensioner’s 
murder as botched burglary 


DETECTIVES have confirmed the killing of 
a Chittering pensioner was a botched 
burglary - after a harrowing visit by his son 
to the murder scene. 

Llywelyn Thomas was beaten to death 
with a blunt instrument after watching the 
final of Strictly Come Dancing in his home 
in Ely Road. 

Now officers have found several items 
were stolen from the sprawling seven- 
bedroom converted chapel. 

Mr Thomas’s only son, who had visited 
his father just before he was killed on 
December 17, made a “courageous” first 
return to the house to help police find out if 
anything had been stolen. 

Det Supt feff Hill said: “As part of the 
inquiry into the murder of Llywelyn 
Thomas we have been working to identify if 
anything was taken from the home on the 
night he died. To achieve this, his son was 
taken back to the house to see if anything 
was missing. 

“Several items were found to have been 
taken. Obviously it was very difficult for Mr 
Thomas’s son to go back to the house, but 
he has shown great courage to assist the 
investigation and help us to catch those 
responsible for his father’s death.” 


Despite the killer taking some items, 
police believe they may have been 
disappointed there was not more to steal at 
the “mansion-like” property. 

It has emerged that a neighbour called 
the Cambridgeshire force’s non-emergency 
number 101 concerned to say that Mr 
Thomas had left on his lights on December 
18 when police found his body. 

If not for that call, the body of Mr Thomas 
may have been discovered some time later. 

Police have followed several theories as to 
the motive for the murder, including a 
grudge attack or a disgruntled customer 
who may have bought a vehicle from the 
76-year-old classic car collector. 

Officers stopped more than 1,000 
motorists on the A10 on Saturday as part of 
the investigation. 

A 22-year-old man arrested on suspicion 
of murder and a 21-year-old woman 
arrested on suspicion of assisting an 
offender remain on police bail to return to 
Parkside police station on February 15.

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a motocross 
biker who died 
following a collision at a 
racetrack in Mepal. 

Tom Smith, 32, was riding at 
the Mepal Motopark in Block 
Fen when the crash occurred 
at about 12.50pm on Sunday. 

Emergency services, inc¬ 
luding the air ambulance, 
attended the collision but Mr 
Smith was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

It is said that Mr Smith, 
well-known in the motocross 
community, is married and 
from the Surrey area. 

Andrew Villis, owner of the 
racetrack, said that about 180 
riders were competing at the 
time in an event organised by 
the British Schoolboy Motor¬ 
cycle Association (BSMA). 

Peter Ingram , chairman of 
the BSMA, said: “He was 
taking part in a competition 
when he fell off his bike and 
became tangled up in the 
following pack. He then 
unfortunately died from his 
injuries.” 

Commenting on a report of 
the incident on www.ely 
weeklynews.co.uk on Tuesday, 
Mike Smith said: “Tom was 
my little brother. He enjoyed 
life to the full. If he was not 


out on his bike he was 
working or doing stuff for 
others. He spent far too much 
worrying about others and not 
himself. He will be greatly 
missed by his wife and her 
three great kids. A huge thank- 
you goes out too everyone 
involved on the scene.” 

By Monday afternoon, 
almost 3,000 people had 
joined a group on Facebook 
set up in Mr Smith’s memory. 

One friend, Paul Crossland, 
said: “Motocrossers around 
the world are in shock at this 
news. God bless all Tom’s 
family and friends. We’re 
thinking of you.” 

Another friend, Casey 
Dawes, said: “R.I.P Tom. You 
were a shining light with 
inspiration and you were an 
amazing rider with a handful 
of talents.” 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary said 
that Mr Smith’s death has 
been passed on to bosses at 
Fenland District Council to 
investigate. 

A spokeman for the council 
said: “We are now in the 
process of carrying out a full 
investigation into this tragic 
incident. 

“While that is in progress, it 
would be inappropriate to 
make any further comment.”

How have we 
got to this point? 

Sir, the Ely bypass debate seems to 
be hotting up and the Liberal 
Democrats are to blame (as usual) 
for questioning what has been 
presented as a jolly good thing. 

If we could ignore labels and look at 
matters of principle we might get 
somewhere. There is a problem with 
congestion at the level crossing. It 
has never been considered to be bad 
enough to warrant funding from 
central government but we can all 
accept that it may get worse. 

Various schemes were put forward 
to ameliorate the problem. Some 
were far cheaper than the route B 
option, which at £28m is the most 
expensive. 

In the public consultation exercise 
there appeared to be a bias towards 
the ‘preferred option’. There were no 
visuals on display, simply plan 
views. Crucially, there was no 
information on the effect of sound 
from speeding traffic on a long 
elevated highway. Ely city is not 
going to be improved by the 
constant drone of traffic projected 
from the proposed flyover. 

County council documents admit to 
significant traffic growth as the road 
becomes more attractive to 
commercial vehicles if route B is 
built and is it unreasonable to ask if 
this is desirable. 

The cause of the greater crossing 
closures is, in the main, the national 
freight strategy to put more goods 
transport on the railways. This will 
remove thousands of trucks from 
the roads. I seem to recall that the 
Fordham bypass was shorter than 
proposed because a rail siding for 
Turners Transport had to be 
safeguarded. I wonder if this will 
ever be implemented or if an option 
other than B might leave some 
change for Soham station. 

So, I have not mentioned politics. I 
have questioned how we have 
arrived at the point where the 
county council seeks to borrow to 
build a road that is not the only 
solution on offer, a road that will 
have profound environmental 
effects, that is essentially a council 
tax-payer subsidy to long-distance 
trucking and that has thoughtful 
opponents across the political 
spectrum.

rail doesn’t happen.

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Robbery victim 
tells of trauma

A HOSPITAL worker has 
described the terrifying 
moment he was robbed at 
knifepoint. 

Graham Kiddle, 39, was walking 
to Ely railway station when a man 
threatened him with a knife 
tucked inside his jacket. 

The robber demanded he hand 
over his wallet, which contained 
credit and debit cards, about £20 
in cash and treasured photos of Mr 
Kiddle and his wife Liz. 

Mr Kiddle, a research manager 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital’s 
haematology department, said he 
had been unable to sleep since the 
mugging, which happened at 
10.25am last Tuesday close to 
Barton Square. 

Mr Kiddle, 39, said: “I was 
walking along minding my own 
business when a man came up 
behind me. 

“I felt a hand on my shoulder 
and he quickly turned me around 
towards him. 

“He opened his jacket slightly 
and I could see the blade. He 
exposed it slightly, but not fully, 



and told me to give him my wallet. 

“It was hard to tell how big the 
knife was but it did look fairly big. 

“He wasn’t overly aggressive but 
it was clear he was prepared to use 
the knife if I didn’t hand the wallet 
over, so I did just that. 

“He then casually walked off 
towards Barton Road.” 

Mr Kiddle, who lives off Lynn 
Road, Ely, added: “The seriousness 
of what had happened didn’t really 
hit me until I got home. 

“I went home then went straight 
to the police, who have been 
fantastic. 

“I’ve been struggling to sleep 
since it happened. It’s just 
shocking to think things like this

can happen pretty much on your 
doorstep in broad daylight.” 

The robber was in his 40s, 5ft 
llin, of medium build and had 
brown hair. 

He was wearing sunglasses, a 
dark brown jacket, charcoal- 
coloured trousers and black boots. 

Det Con Emma Smith said: 
“We’re keen to find out if anyone 
was in the area at the time and 
may have seen this man. 

“This was a terrifying attack and 
any information, no matter how 
small, could help us bring the 
offender to justice.”

Plea to cut 
rural crime 


FARMERS left thousands of 
pounds out of pocket by thieves 
and arsonists are urging police to 
take rural crime seriously. 

Cambridgeshire police launched Oper¬ 
ation Gandalf to focus on offences 
including straw stack fires and scrap metal 
theft. They admit there has been an rise in 
rural crime, particularly in the Ely area, 
but they insist they are committed to 
catching those responsible. 

On January 2, arsonists targeted electric 
gates at a farm in Stretham, causing 
thousands of pounds worth of damage. 

Last month, thugs set fire to more than 
100,000 bales of straw in two separate 
blazes in Mepal and Witcham. Metal theft 
is also continuing problem. 

Figures from agricultural insurer NFU 
Mutual show that rural crime in the east of 
England has increased by 18 per cent since 
2010. Tractors, heating oil, scrap metal, 
diesel and even livestock are among their 
targets. Power tools and quad bikes are 
also at risk. 

A spokesman for NFU Mutual said: 
“People living and working in rural areas 
of East Anglia need to be vigilant and 
keep working with police and local 
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communities to help fight rural crime.” 

One farmer, who did not want to be 
named, said: “The police need to take 
rural crime seriously. It’s starting to 
become a real issue in Cambridgeshire, 
and particularly in the Ely area. 

“There have been numerous large 
arson attacks and countless thefts, all of 
which are leaving farmers out of pocket. 
Times are tough in the agricultural world 
as it is and this is making it even worse. 

“The police need to catch these 
offenders and punish them. That’s the 
only way it’s going to stop.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police 
said: “We have seen an increase in rural 
crime in the county, particularly in the Ely 
area. We are committed to catching those 
responsible and are using a range of 
tactics to reduce crime.” 

■ Two 16-year-old youths arrested in 
connection with a number of non¬ 
dwelling burglaries and thefts in the Ely 
area have been bailed to return to Ely 
police station on February 2. 


Girls help out to slow boy racers 


ROAD safety campaigners 
hope boy racers will slow 
down after seeing posters of 
girls waving their little 
fingers at them. 

The speed campaign, by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, is targeting young 
men who drive too fast by 
telling them girls are not 
impressed. 


The posters show girls 
from taunting dangerous 
young drivers with the 
slogan “Speeding: no-one 
thinks big of you”. 

There were 923 road 
casualties aged 17-25 in 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough - higher than the 
national average and 
double the rate of all other 


age groups. 

County councillor Steve 
Criswell said: “This cam¬ 
paign steers away from the 
hard-hitting campaigns 
used previously to target the 
young male driver audience 
and aims to stimulate 
discussion, and give pass¬ 
engers the confidence to tell 
their friends to slow down.” 

























































New plan to 
solve looming 
homes crisis 


CASH-STRAPPED councillors 
are to employ a housing advisor 
to tackle a predicted rise in 
homelessness. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
will also demand that construction firms 
build more affordable homes in the area. 

The moves are among those intro¬ 
duced by the council which, in 2010, 
received more than 1,700 requests for 
help, rehoused more than 200 families, 
supported 26 families threatened by 
domestic violence and delivered 147 
new affordable homes. 

A recent review of the authority’s 
housing service said the council was 
“punching well above its weight” when 
dealing with housing issues. 

But with the pressure for homes is 
expected to rise and ECDC bosses say 
they need to take act now. 

Cllr fames Palmer, ECDC deputy 
leader, said: “There are many factors 
which have brought about this situation 
- some unique to East Cambridgeshire 
and others a sign that homelessness is 
becoming an issue for authorities across 
the country. 

“For example, people on benefits are 
facing a desperate struggle to find 
private rental accommodation, while the 
ripple effect caused by the overheating 
renting market in Cambridge is forcing 
those who cannot afford rents in the city 
to go to other areas. 

“We also have the real impact of 
families and relationships breaking up as 
a result of the tough financial situation 
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many people are facing.” 

Figures also show that the use of bed and 
breakfasts in the Ely area is already more 
than five times higher than in 2010 /11. 

The council will be employing a 
housing advisor to help residents in 
urgent need of help. This will allow their 
existing team to continue to intervene 
before people become homeless. 

The authority will also be creating the 
role of the development and enabling 
officer permanent so they can work with 
parish councils and other organisations 
to develop new affordable housing 
opportunities. 

The council says it will continue to 
work closely with Sanctuary Housing, 
whose offices are set to relocate to the 
council’s headquarters, providing a 
“better all-round service”. 

The authority will also be demanding 
that more affordable houses are built on 
any developments in the district. 

Cllr Palmer said: “These are not issues 
we can tackle as an authority by 
ourselves but by putting in the right 
resources at the right time. Working in 
partnership with the voluntary sector, 
other local organisations and housing 
associations, we can and will make a 
difference. 

“This, I am sure, will be the blueprint 
for how local government will deal with 
issues in the future and I am glad to see 
our district is yet again leading the way.” 


Residents urged to tackle mould 


HOUSEHOLDERS are 
being urged to prevent 
mould taking over their 
homes. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is 
reminding residents that 
shutting and doors to 
keep out the cold reduces 
natural ventilation and 
can lead to a build-up of 
condensation, which can 
cause damp and black 
mould on walls and 


furniture. 

ECDC is advising 
people to wipe surfaces 
where moisture settles, 
regularly ventilate their 
homes, dry clothes 
outside and to keep 
homes as warm as 
possible. 

Liz Knox, head of 
environmental services, 
said: “If your home 
already has mould, you 
can’t just wipe or vacuum 


it away. 

“Mould is a living 
organism and should be 
killed through fungicidal 
wash. If you require 
further advice on damp 
or housing conditions 
please contact the 
domestic team, 
environmental services at 
the council, who will try 
to assist you.”

New superstore 
will open early 
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ABOUT 9,000 new homes must 
be built in East Cambridgeshire 
over the next 20 years, 
councillors have agreed. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) says building 
between 8,000 and 9,000 homes 
in the region by 2031 is a 
“reasonable” target. 

Local authorities are now able 
to set their own targets as the 
Government is intending to 
abolish Regional Spatial 
Strategies. 

ECDC bosses have agreed a 
“continuation of growth” as 
their preferred option, which 
will mean about 450 new homes 
being built every year. 

ECDC leader Cllr Peter 
Moakes said: “Despite the 
difficult economic situation 
currently facing the country, we 
need to plan for the future when 
growth will become stronger. 

“In East Cambridgeshire, we 
have spent the last few years 
working towards just this 
situation through our master- 
plans, village visions and the 
work which has gone into the 
local development framework. 

“This means we are in a very 
strong position to know where 
growth should be in the next 20 
years and the levels which our 
district can sustain. 

“While growth and develop¬ 
ment may feel a long way off at 
present, we are confident that 
by choosing a reasonable level 
for new homes in the future we 
can continue to thrive and 
develop as a district.” 


SAINSBURY’S will be opening 
its doors in Ely almost a 
month earlier than expected, 
the Weekly News can reveal. 

Developers have been working so 
hard to complete the new store in 
time for spring that it will now open 
in mid-February. 

On Tuesday, the Weekly News was 
given a look around the almost 
complete store ahead of the much- 
anticipated opening. 

We can confirm that the massive 
store will boast a large cafe, complete 
with views of Ely Cathedral, a fresh 


pizza counter, a TU Clothing store, 
which is Sainsbury’s clothing brand, 
and a ‘Click and Collect’ service for 
people who order products online. 

There will also be a pharmacy, an 
opticians, a delicatessen, a bakery, a 
salad bar, a butcher, a fishmonger - 
and more than 450 car parking 
spaces. 

Alex Bettison, who has been 
appointed as the store’s manager, 
said: “I’m excited by Sainsbury’s 


opening in Ely getting so close - the 
store already looks great. 

“We are currently putting the 
finishing touches to the store behind 
the scenes and will be announcing 
the opening date in the near future.” 

The new store, located in Lisle 
Lane, has been under construction 
since last spring. 

The works have transformed the 
former derelict Ely Chemical 
Company site and will create about 
325 full and part-time jobs. 

Last winter it was feared the 
opening of the supermarket could 
have been delayed as Sainsbury’s 


bosses wanted to alter the proposed 
design of the store. 

They wanted to remove the store’s 
wavy roof canopy, reduce the size of 
the store’s atrium and reposition the 
cafe and toilets, but the proposals 
were rejected by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Sainsbury’s warned that the 
decision could have delayed the 
opening of the store. 

But Mr Bettison said: “After all this 
work I am really looking forward to 
opening the doors to show the 
community what we have been up to 
and find out what they think.”

Farmer puts in proposal 
to build 25 m wind turbine 


A FARMER wants to build 
a 25m-high wind turbine 
on his land. 

Plans to create a wind 
farm at Whitehall Farm in 
Little Ouse, near Little- 
port, may have been 
dropped by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council 
bosses in October last 
year. 

But now the farm’s 
owner, Kevin Cook, wants 
to put up a single turbine, 
which he says will help 
reduce the farm’s carbon 
emissions. 

The proposed turbine 
has a hub height of 24.6m 
and a rotor diameter of 
19.2m. 

Mr Cook has applied to 


East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council for planning 
permission for the 
turbine. 

A statement addressed 
to the council said: “The 
turbine has been spec¬ 
ifically designed for low 
noise operation and 
minimal visual impact 
and has exceptional 
performance within its 
class. 

“The turbine will be 
connected to the National 
Grid, which will enable 
any surplus energy to be 
fed into the grid. 

“This will enable the 
applicants to reduce their 
carbon emissions and 
energy bill while increa¬ 


sing their self-sufficiency 
in terms of electricity 
production.” 

Whitehall Farm was one 
of four arable sites 
earmarked for large wind 
farms, including another 
site in Coveney, one 
between Warboys and 
Chatteris and another in 
Farcet. 

However, the county 
council dropped the plans 
following a public back¬ 
lash. 

Mr Cook’s application 
will be dealt with by the 
district council within the 
next eight weeks.

Joint bid 
to tackle 
killer gas 


TWO groups have join¬ 
ed forces to stamp out 
the risk of people being 
poisoned by carbon 
monoxide. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council and the charity 
Care and Repair East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are launching a 
project to help families, the 
elderly and vulnerable 
people get their boilers 
serviced. 

The project has received 
£2,700 funding from the 
Warm Homes, Healthy 
People Fund to help with 
inspections and provide free 
carbon monoxide monitors 
to those at risk. 

Carbon monoxide is 
responsible for the deaths of 
about 50 people each year in 
England and Wales, and 
causes many more illnesses 
each year. 

Yvonne Thresh, manager 
of Care and Repair East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, based in Soham, 
said: “We are aiming to help 
vulnerable people who have 
not had their boilers serviced 
over the last year because 
they have been economising, 
and also to install carbon 
monoxide detectors.

“This is to make their 
boilers more efficient and to 
protect against carbon mon¬ 
oxide poisoning.” 

Rachel Doyle, the council’s 
energy efficiency officer, 
said: “If a boiler is serviced 
and running efficiently there 
are more benefits than just a 
warm house. 

“A cold, inefficient home 
can mean a resident can be 
more susceptible to colds 
and illnesses over a winter, as 
well as the threat of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

“It is something that might 
get overlooked as we tighten 
our household budgets, but 
your health is not something 
you can afford to ignore.” 

To apply to the scheme, 
applicants must own their 
own home, must not have 
had their boiler serviced in 
the last 12 months and the 
household should include 
someone over 65, or children 
under five.

DURING a turbulent and contentious 
term in power spanning almost 50 
years, J Edgar Hoover was 
instrumental in the fight against 
mounting criminality on the streets of 
America. 

In 1924 he was appointed director of 
the Bureau of Investigation - later to 
become the FBI - and he threw his 
weight behind the latest 
developments in forensic science. 

His achievements were considerable 
but his methods were heavily 
criticised, including supposed heavy- 
handed treatment of suspects and 
secret dossiers on important figures 
which could be used to strengthen 
his position on Capitol Hill. 

As Hoover, played with scenery- 
chewing gusto by Leonardo DiCaprio 
in Clint Eastwood’s handsomely 
crafted and slow-burning biopic, tells 
a close ally, “No-one freely shares 
power in Washington.” 

Eastwood crafts a meticulous and 
elegiac portrait of a man whose 
professional travails were almost as 
fascinating as the swirl of rumours 
surrounding his close relationship

with FBI assistant director Clyde 
Tolson. 

Following Hoover’s death, Tolson 
accepted the flag draped over his 
mentor’s coffin and inherited J 
Edgars estate. They are buried close 
to each other in the Congressional 
Cemetery. 

Screenwriter Dustin Lance Black, 
who won an Oscar for Milk, 
underpins his history lesson with a 
tender and chaste romance between 
the two men. 

The film opens with Hoover

Digging 
for fitness 


I F your New Year 
resolutions to lose 
weight and take up 
exercise are proving hard to 
sustain, a few hours a week 
in the garden will not only 
give you a head start to 
spring but may help as part 
of a fitness programme too. 

Raking leaves, digging, weeding 
and moving shrubs can all be done 
at this time of year and will help 
you tone up. 

Raking and forking helps 
strengthen arms and shoulders and 
tones the abdominal muscles, while 
digging and bending (from the 
knees, keeping the back straight) to 
move or lift plants or pots can help 
tone thighs and buttocks. 

“The thing to keep in mind is 
always to try to do things to your 
maximum range of movements,” 
says Colin Holding, head coach of 
Wildfitness (www.wildfitness, com), 
a company which runs 
transformative fitness holidays. He 
says sitting down is the worst 
position for the human body, 
adversely affecting posture and the 
digestive system and that our 
natural sitting position is, in fact, a 
full squat. 

Weeding beds and borders gives 
the legs, hips and buttocks a good 
workout if you squat while you 
weed. Heavier work such as 
clearing brush and stacking wood 
can give you the equivalent 
workout to a light aerobics class. 

“Get down as low as you can so 
that your bottom is as close to your 
heels as it can be. From that 
position you can do gardening 
rather than getting down on your 
knees,” he advises.

“When you stand up you will be 
using your joints to their maximum 
range of movements.” 

From a squat position you can 
weed or plant and each time you 
move along a border you stand up 
and then squat again. 

“With deep squats, you use the 
biggest muscles in your body - leg, 
thigh and hip muscles - and will 
aid lymphatic drainage, pumping 
out toxins as you completely rely 
on muscular movement for this.” 

He also recommends just 
‘hanging’. In-between other tasks, 
take time to find a high branch of a 
tree and just hang from it to take 
your body weight. 

“It’s great for posture and is 


good for shoulder strength.” 

Balancing on one foot while 
gardening, whether you are 
trimming a hedge or sowing seeds 
in the greenhouse, also promotes 
strength and confidence and keeps 
the nervous system in good 
condition, he says. 

Set yourself a 30-second time 
limit to start and, as you progress, 
increase that and maybe even close 
your eyes, which makes balancing 
harder, he suggests. 

Gardening can help the 
cardiovascular system, reduces the 
risk of high blood pressure, heart 
disease, diabetes, obesity and other 
medical conditions as well as 
burning calories, according to US 
research. 

Half an hour digging can use up 
250 calories, weeding will burn 
105 calories, raking 100 calories 
and mowing the lawn 195, so those 
garden chores you’ve been putting 
off may help you squeeze into 
those jeans which have been on the 
tight side since Christmas. 

“Changing the type of garden 
tools you use can also influence the 


number of calories burned and will 
also have cardiovascular benefits,” 
says award-winning garden 
designer David Domoney, who 
offers tips on how to get fit 
gardening on his website 
www. daviddomoney. com. 

“For example, use a rake instead 
of a leaf blower, take extra long 
strides while raking or use short, 
quick motions, and keep the rake 
close to your body, switching sides 
every two to three minutes.” 

Go for a push mower if you want 
a more strenuous workout, rather 
than a power mower which will 
make the job easier. 

Gardening will not only help you 
physically, but psychologically too. 
Working in the fresh air and being 
among trees and plants reduces 
stress and relieves muscle tension, 
studies have shown. 

Remember your limitations, 
though. Many gardeners worry that 
too much lifting in the garden will 
damage their backs. Obviously, if 
you are attempting to move a really 
heavy object, ask for help. 

“You need to keep an S-shaped 
spine position when lifting, 
sweeping or raking, changing sides 
regularly. Stand with your back 
against a wall, with your head, 
shoulder blades, heels and the base 
of your back (coccyx) also 
touching the wall. That will give 
you an idea of the S- spine 
position. 

“Keep your shoulders back and 
look at the horizon, not 
downwards, when you squat, to 
hold the position,” says Domoney. 

Work at a steady, constant speed 
to keep heart rate up at a set level 
and don’t do too much of one thing 
- three hours’ digging is likely to 
result in a lot of aches and pains.

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home.

Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place.

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How to save fuel 
as you’re driving

wear and tear, plus it lowers emissions. 


GREEN driving can cut 
carbon emissions and 
save you money, 
including some 15 per 
cent on fuel alone. 

Whatever type of vehicle 
you drive, it’s time to get into 
the green driving habit, so 
here’s a few tips on saving fuel 
- and cutting C02 emissions 
as you do: 

■ The main principle of 
advanced driving - looking 
ahead to avoid having to stop 
so often - is also the key to 
green driving. Keep your 
vehicle moving as long as you 
can, even in traffic queues. 

■ Driving at a constant speed 
is far more fuel efficient than 
accelerating and braking. It is 
also safer because stopping 
increases the risk of being hit 
from behind. 

■ It will take most cars at least 
a couple of miles to warm up 
and run efficiently. Could you 
walk, cycle or use public 
transport? 

■ If not, think about linking 
short trips together to avoid 
starting several journeys with 
a cold engine. 

■ Reverse into parking bays: If 
you do all the manoeuvring 
with a hot engine you can 


drive straight off when you 
come back. This warms the 
engine up quickly. 

■ Checking your vehicle 
regularly makes driving more 
efficient. In particular check 
the pressure of your tyres 
weekly, when they’re cold. 
Wrongly inflated tyres have a 
big impact on fuel economy 
and they are also more 
vulnerable to damage. Check 
if your car has an eco-setting 
for its tyres. 


■ Put your car on a diet. 
Remove unnecessary weight, 
including roof racks, car 
clutter and heavy items in the 
boot. The heavier you are, the 
more fuel you’ll burn. 
Removing clutter from the car 
also reduces the risk of 
something rolling forward and 
sticking under a pedal. 

■ Use air conditioning and 
climate control sparingly as 
they significantly increase fuel 
consumption. When frozen, 


scraping or spraying your 
windscreen before starting the 
engine will reduce the need to 
use these functions for as 
long. 

■ Around town open your 
windows to cool the car down, 
but at high speeds, keep your 
windows closed to maintain 
the aerodynamics of the car. 
Use air-con to get the car to a 
comfortable temperature, and 
then turn it off. 

■ Keeping the inside of the 
front and rear windscreens 
squeaky-clean will reduce the 
time you need to spend using 
the heating/air con to clear 
the screen. Traffic fumes form 
a film on the glass which 
attracts moisture and makes 
them mist up easily. 

■ Stick to the speed limit. This 
offers a good compromise 
between economy and getting 
somewhere.

Power is provided by three 
efficient engines, all equipped with 
fuel saving Start/Stop technology. 
The petrol offer comprises a 
115PS, 1.6-litre naturally- 
aspirated engine or a 140PS1.4- 
litre Turbo with 200Nm of torque. 
The diesel is a 130PS 1.7 CDTI 
turbo with 300Nm of torque. Both 
the 1.4 Turbo and the 1.7 CDTI 
can be combined either with six- 
speed manual or six-speed 
automatic transmissions.

Ely see triple bid 
ended by holders 


PART of City of Ely's dream treble 
died on Sunday with defeat at the 
hands of holders Desborough, 
Maidenhead in the quarter-final of 
the Egham Trophy 

With Ely’s ladies already through 
to the last 16 of the Mason Trophy 
and the quarter-final of the Denny 
Cup due to be played next weekend, 
the club was confident of avenging 
last year’s quarter-final defeat 
against the same opponents to 
maintain their quest to win all three 
national club competitions. 

The early signs were very positive 
and Ely’s determination was 
summed up by Andy Easy when, in 
killing the first end of his match, he 
managed to damage the jack so 
badly that it needed to be replaced. 

Andy Ware and Ian Brown stormed 
into leads of 8-0 and 9-0 respectively 
after three ends and at the same stage 
Stuart Popple led 4-3. 

Easy, however, had struggled to 


contain his opponent and was 6-0 
down. After five ends Ely held a 
slender six-shot lead but by the 
conclusion of the 10th end the lead 
had increased to eight. 

The next few ends proved pivotal 
in the match and Ely’s lead was 
trimmed to a single shot. 

Easy’s rink continued to find the 
going tough and had slipped to a 
nine-shot deficit, while Ware's 


comfortable lead had disappeared 
completely after dropping seven 
shots on the 14th end. 

A commanding position on the 
16th end when holding four shots 
saw Ware’s opposing skip pick up a 
lucky four to lead by two. 

In spite of being only a couple of 
shots adrift after 19 ends the Ely team 
seemed to be clinging on rather than 
mounting a serious comeback. 


Desborough extended their lead to 
eight shots after 20 ends and hung 
on for victory by 79-71 at the end of 
the match.

Former Welsh ace 
takes coaching 
role at King’s... 

■ RUGBY UNION: Jamie Cullen, who has played 
representative rugby for his native 
Wales alongside the country’s 
captain, Sam Warburton, has 
joined King’s Ely’s team of 
sports coaches. 

The 24-year-old (right) 
progressed through the 
ranks with Cardiff Blues, 
travelling to Dubai as a 
member of the Welsh 
under-19 Sevens World Cup 

competition squad and was part of the Welsh 
Six Nations under-20 squad, playing in the back 
row alongside Warburton. 

He played for the first XV at Loughborough 
University where he studied for four years, 
graduating with a BSc in Sports Science and a 
Masters in Business Management. 

It was while he was at university that he 
abandoned any ambition to further his own 
playing career and made the decision to go 
into teaching. 

“I had first started taking an interest in 
coaching in my teens and it was while I was at 
Loughborough that I made the decision to 
become a fully qualified PE teacher,” he said. 
Now King’s Ely pupils of all ages have the 
benefit of his expertise. 

A knee injury has kept him out of competitive 
rugby for a while but he is hoping to be back 
playing soon and hopes to join a local club. 

■ NETBALL: City of Ely I’s first county league 
game of 2012 was a close fought contest against 
Cherry Hinton on Sunday. 

The teams were evenly-matched in the first half 
with superb shooting from Ely’s Amy Beck and 
Jenny Tovey matching the efforts of the Cherry

However, all three Fulbourn 
players won their next game and 
when Powell completed his 
hat-trick they had a 5-3 lead. 

But the sting in the tail came 
when Jumilla beat Lloyd and 
then combined with Chris Rule 
to take the doubles. 

In the Second Round of the 
Handicap Cup, Fulbourn III 
made the most of their 
handicaps to defeat Gazeley 5-1.

TYLER Goodjohn is desperate 
for revenge over Vinny Woolford 
after overcoming another health 
setback. 

The light-welterweight from 
Wentworth is set to make his 
return to action at London’s York 
Hall on March 4 against an as yet 
unnamed opponent. 

But he then hopes to set up a 
rematch with Woolford after 
suffering the first defeat of 
his professional career to 
the Ramsgate fighter two 
months ago. 

Goodjohn said he had felt weak 
going into that contest and it 
emerged in tests afterwards 
that he had had extremely low 
blood sugar. 

It came soon after he had got 
over a series of stomach 
problems that saw him have to 
pull out of a scheduled bout last 
summer. “I thought I was doing 


everything right with my diet, but 
I was probably far too strict on 
myself,” said Goodjohn. 

“I sparred 10 rounds in one 
session before my last fight and I 
was so tired afterwards, which I 
thought was just from the 
intensity of it, but it was getting 
closer to the bout and I wasn’t 
feeling any better. 

“I got in there and it was the 
best I’ve boxed for three rounds, 
then all of a sudden I was so tired 
and my trainer picked up on it 
because I couldn’t push him. 

“Unfortunately, the shot he 
caught me with was the only one 
he landed the whole fight, so it 
was a harsh learning curve. 

“My trainer told me to go to 
hospital and get myself checked 
out and they found my blood 
sugar was rock bottom and I 
shouldn’t have been training 
or boxing.” 


After an enforced rest, 
Goodjohn, 20, has just returned 
to the gym and is looking forward 
to bouncing back in the spring. 

He said: “The last two weeks 
back training have been brutal, 
but I’ve felt really good after 
getting the all-clear. 

“I’ve got to put that defeat 
behind me and a lot of people 
will respect me for coming 
back from this because it’s 
been difficult.” 

But the unfinished business 
with Woolford remains on his 
mind and he hopes they will meet 
again later this year. 

Goodjohn said: “I was winning 
it fairly easily and I hadn’t 
expected him to want a rematch, 
but my trainer has said he’ll take 
it which is brilliant. 

“I beat myself up for weeks 
after the defeat, so it’s a big 
motivation to get back in there.”
